I thal after thefe Things prove, that 
the Epifcopa} People in Scotland can never 
reafonably defire a Tuleration, and that 
wlicn they have it,ic would undo them 4 fince 
none.can expeé a Toleratian, but fuch as 
take che Oaths, and they muft be diftraéted: 
that wi'* cake the Oaths for Leave to preach 
in a Meeting-houfe, who, if they would 
have taken the Oaths, need never have 
come out of the Churches. 

I thal how, that there are feveral of the 
very Meecing-honles in Scotland now kept in 
Parifhes, where the Parifh-Minifter is, and 
always was Apifcopal, and who will not hear 
or joya with their Parifh-Minifter, tho’ he is 
Epifcopal, only becaufe he has taken the 


Oaths. And thefe are they for whom a To-- 


leration is requir'd ! 

I thall enquire briefly, what Reafon ¢an 
be given, why Facobiti/m thould be tolera- 
ted in Scotland more than in England, and 
perhaps attempt to prove juft the con- 
trarye. 

1 hall enquire into the real Defign of this 
new Atcempt of introducing the Common- 
Prayer Book in Scotland, and particularly 
why the Roman Catholicks-are fo very well 
pleas’d with it— And ia this I: foall ask,e 
Queftion, Whether there: is not as much 
Reafon, and as little Dinger, in attempt-- 
ing to bring the Mafs into England, as the 
Common-Prayer into Scotland, and perhaps 
may undertake to prove the Affirmative— 
without refle€ting. on ‘the Baglifb Liturgy 
at afl. ; 

I fhall then examine, whether the 
QUEEN, or the Britifh Parliament, or all 
the cunnipg Art and Policy of Lawyers, 
Wit of Statefmen, or K -—y ef Church- 
men,, can bring this Innovation upon
